The Court being met and duly ſworn, proceed- 
ed to the trial of Hugh Wollaghan, of Middleton 
in the co. Wicklow, yeoman, charged with hav- 
ing, on the 1ſt of October, inſt. come to the houſe 
of Thomas Dogherty, and did then and there thoot 
and kill the ſaid 'Thomas Dogherty, to which he 


mine; that Wollaghan replied, © no you bloody 
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was encouraged by Charles Fox and James For, 
of the aforefaid county, yeomen—and the ſaid 
James Fox is likewiſe charged with having diſ- 
charged a loaded gun at Margaret Dorey of Del-

The priſoner being duly arraigned, pleaded not 
guiliy.

Mary Dozh erty, of Delgany, in tne county of 
Wicklow, fworn. 


Q. Do you know the priſoner at the bar?—A, 


I do. 


The witneſs levofel that on laſt Monday week, 


the priſoner, Hugh Wollaghan, came into her 


houſe at Delgany, and demanded if there were any 
bloody rebels there—that on deponent's anſwering 
there was not, only a ſick boy, the priſoner Wol- 
laghan aſked the boy it he was Dogherty's eldeſt 


ſon; upon which the boy ſtood up and told him he 


was; Wollaghan then ſaid, ® well, you dog, if you 
are, you are to dle here ;” that the boy replied. © I 
hope not; if you have any thing againſt me, bring 
me to Mr. Latouche, and give mea fair trial, and 
if you get any thing againſt me, give me the ſeve- 
Tity of the law;“ that Wollaghan replied, © no 
you dog, I don't care for Latouche, you are to die 


here;“ upon which deponent ſaid to Wollaghan, 


(he then having the gun cocked in his hand) * for 


the love of God, ſpare my child's life and take 
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whore, if I had your huſband here, I would give 
him the ſame death.“ He then ſnapped the gun, 
but it did not go olle lnapped it a {-cond time 
but 10 d: d not go off; uj on vw hich a man of ine 
name of Charles Fox, but not either of the two 


priſoners at the bar, came in and fad,“ damn your 


gun, there is no good in it; and that the ſaid FN. 
at the Tame time obſerved to Wollaghan, that that 
min (pointing to deponent's Too), mult be flog; 
that deponent chen got hoid of Woilazhan's gun. 

and endeavoured to turn it fron her fon, upon 

which the gun went off, grazed her ſon's body, au! 

ſhot him in the arm—che boy ſtaggered—lsan-d 

on a form—:urned up his eyes, and faid“ mother 
pray for me!” that on Wollaghar''s firing the gun 
he went out at the door, and in a ſhort time recur n- 
ed in again, and faid, © is not the dog dead yet?“ 
that deponent replied, ** oh ! yes, Sir, he is dead 
enough!“ upon which Wollaghan replicd (firing 
at him again) “ for fear he is not, let him take 
this; deponent was at that inſtant holding up her 

Du's head, when he fell—and died! 

Q. Who was in the houſe at this time ?——A. 
Either Doherty, ſiſter to the deceaſed, was in the 
houſe when the firſt ſhot was fired, and then went 
away; another” filter, Mary Dogherty, was in the 
houſe wh-n Wollaghan firſt came in, but left it 
before he fired the gun. | | 

The priſoner, James Fox, the elder, was ont

Cross Examined. 

Priſoner to wuneſs. Were not your huſband 
and other ſon concerned in the rebellion?— A. I 
can't tell. 

Q. Don't you believe your ſon was killed at 
Punboynre, fighting the King's forces ?—A. He 
„a not, he is now alive and working at his trade. 

Don't you believe your deceaſed ſon. was a 
ebel, and engaged in the battle of Dnuboy ne, a- 
galnſt the King's forces? — A. I do not; he has 


becn accuſed of it. 


Did you ever hear that che deceaſed was ta- 


Ken pr.foncr as a rebsl?—A., He was taken as 2 
rebel, as I ſuppoſe, and was afterwards put on 


board a ſhip lying in the river, where he was 


Lek, and was got off by Lord Cornwallis's orders, 
through Mrs. Latouche, and put into the 2 hoſ- 
Lital. 
Q. Do you recolle& ſ-eing this paper before 
een the witneſs a „ ſong)?—A. I 
ver did to the beſt of my knowledge.

Q. Where is your huſband, and how long has 
|: e NEED. from home ?—A. He i now in Dublin, 


wo-kinz at his trade of brogue-matlting, but he 
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was reaping at home at Delgany a month beſore 
this. 

Q. When did you laſt ſee your fon, who you 1 
is living: — A. Three months ago, at New-towa 
Park, working at his trade of brogue- making. | 

Q. Did you ever hear of any quarre] or diſpute 
bet cen your Ton and the priſoner Wollaghan ?— 
A. I never did. 

Eſther Dogherty, ſiſter to the deceaſed, being 
examined as to the fame points as her mother, gave 
fimilar evidence. 

Margaret Barry being called upon, and duly 
| ſworn, informed the Court, that ſhe had nothiug 
to ſay againſt James Fox, or any of the priſoners 

at the bar. 

Tae proſecution being cloſed, and the priſoner, 
Hugh Wollaghan, being called to his defence, call- 
ed on Richard Byrne, a private in the Wallace fen- 

cibles, who was duly ſworn. 

Priſoner to Byrne. Did you know the deceaſ- 


ed, Thomas Dogherty, his father and brother ?—A. 
I did. 


Q Have you any, and what reaſon to think they 
were rebels, and did you ſee any of them exerciſe 
as fuch ?—A. Yes, I have ſcen them exerciſe with 
poles or pikes, at Mr. Johnſon's fields, at Killne- 
carrig, four miles beyond Bray, in the beginning 
of laſt ſpring.. 

Q. Did any, and which of them, apply to you to 


join them as rebels ?—A. Thomas Dogherty, the 
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man that is dead, aſk:d me why T was not in among 
the body what body, ſaid I ? upon which he ſaid, 
1. leave you as you are. 

Q. Wheredid you find this paper (alluding to 
No. 1)?—A. This paper came out of the pocket 
of Dogherty's mother, in the church-yard at Del- 
gany ; the day on which the Coroner's Inqueſt ſat 
on the body of her deceaſed ſon; I picked? it up, 
conceiving it to be a bank note, but finding there 
was no ftamp on it, I ſhewed it to a friend, as I 
can't read myſeif, and he told me it was a damned 
good thing; and the firſt time I ſaw Capt. Gore, 
who commands the Newtown-mount-kenned» yeo- 
manry, I gave it to him. 


When did you give it to in 7K. That 
day. 
Q. Where do you live 2A. This ond paſt 


at the rendezvous in Kevin-ftreet, where I have 
been ſince I cnliſted, except the time I went to 


Delgany. 
| Q. Where did you lies before ?—A. At Killen- 
carrig, as a ſervant to a widow, and I was there 
near ten months. 

Q. How far is Killencarrig from Delgany ?—A. 


About half a mile. 
Capt. Gore was called and ſworn. 
Who depoſed, that he got the paper, marked 

Ne. 1, from the witneſs Byrne. 

Edward Wyman, a private of the ieee 
| kenucdy yeomanry, was ſworn. 
Priſoner to Weyman.—Did you know the Dog- 

herty's, and were any, and which of them, reputed 
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rebels ?—A. I did, and the three were reputed 
ſuch. : | 
Q. Did the mother of the deceaſed give you any 
furniture to &cep, and what expriſiens did ſhe 
make uſe of on that oceaſion ?—A. She did; ſhe 
ſent her daughter to me juſt after the Ancient Bri- 
tons had been at Delgany, and requeſted that ſhe 
might leave ſome leather, and other ariicles, in a 
\.ck at my houſe, which I conſented to, and ſhe 
ſent them accordingly, and I kept them about a 
month after the aRion at Mount-kennedy ; ſhe of- 
f:red them to me for ſale, and when I pointed out 
the miſchief that aroſe from the rebellion, ſhe, 
with her hands lifte!! up, curſed the authors of it, 
and ſaid, that it brought ruin on herſelf and fami- 
Is, and that ſhe had not ſeen her huſband and ſons 
for ſome.time back. This converſation took place 
about the beginning of June. | 

The priſoner requeſted the indulgence of the 
Court until Monday to proceed with his deſence, 
and the Court adjourned accordingly. 


Moc DAT, Oct. 15. 
The Court met purſuant to adjournment, 


Thomas Ficars, E g. ſworn. 
Priſoner. Do you know, and by what means 
Thomas Dogherty was liberatcd, and returned to 
the county Wicklow, and for what he was con- 
fined?—A. I underſtood that he had been taken 
in arms againſt the King's forces, in the connty 


Weſtmeath— was tried by a Court Martial of the 
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Carlow militia, and was ſent to one of che guard- 
{lips in the river Liffey, to be tranſporied, but 
by intervention of Mrs. Latouche to, Mr. Cooke 
and General Cradock, was liberated. 

Q. Do you know it Dogherty had any protec- 
tion, and from whom ?—I don't know that he had, 
nor did I ever hear of his having one. 

Q. Do you know if he took the oath of allegi - 
ance after he was iiberated ?—A. I don't know 
that he ever did. 

Court.—Do vou know if he had been guilty of 
any act of rebellion fince. his releaſe ?—A. I don't 
know of any. | 

Tjaac Sutton of Rathdrum, co. Wicklow, ſcuorn. 

Priſoner. —— Did you know the late Thomas 
Dogherty ?—A. I did. I was tazen priſoner by 
the rebels, near Roundwood, in the county Wick- 
low, about the month of May laft, and he was one 
of the guard over me, for I heard his name called 
Thomas Dogherty, and he auſwered to the name, 
and that he was a brogue-maker at Delgany. 

Q. Did you know Dogherty before you were 
taken priſoner, or did you ſee him fince you got 
away from the rebels -A. No. N 

Q. How do you know that it is the fame Thos. 
Dogherty that was ſhot?—A. It truck me that it 
was the ſame when I heard of his death, but I donc 
know that it 1s the ſame. 


George Kennedy, Corporal of the Munt- 3 


Teomen, ſevorn. 


Priſoner. Do you know Captain Armflrong, 


in what diſtrict did he command, and do you know 
of any General Orders iffued by him at any time, 
and when, relative to the ſhooting Rebels hat 


were thoſe orders and when were they given -A. 


do know Captain Armſtrong of the King's Coun- 
ty militia, who commanded at Mountkennedy be- 
fore and after that Dogherty was ſhot, in confe. 
quence of the enormities and murders committed 
in that neighbourhood by day and by night. The 
general orders ziven by him were, that any body 
of yeomanry going out, he would with them not 
leſ, than 9 or 10 for their own Ts and if they 
tfhowd meet wich any Rebels, whom they knew or 
ſiſpeRed to be ſuch, that they need not be at the 
trouble of bringing them in, but to ſhoot them on 
the ſpot. This order was before Dogherty was 
k;jiled ; the witneſs communicated this to the corps, 

and is very certain iu the hearing of the priſoner, 
Wollaghan. 


N Do you know of any party of your corps be- 


ing ordered out on the 1K of Otober laſt, for the 


| purpoſe you mention, and by whoſe orders did 


they go out on that day ?—A. I don't recollect any 


| thing about it, as I was confined to my bed oa that 


day. 
Q_ Do you know me; what is my general cha- 


racter as to ſobriety and regularity in the corps.— 


A. I have known you upwards of 9 moniks in the 
corps, and I have known you during that time te 
| be a ſober, faithful and loyal yeoman, and, not 


1 
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degrading the reſt of the corps, one of the beft 
in it. Me. | 
Was it not the practice of the corps to go 
out upon ſcouring parties, without orders, to pro- 
tect their own property and that of their neigh- 


bours !—A. I always looked upon it as an order, 


and practice of the corps, particularly afier what 
Captain Armſtrong had mentioned. 1 


Q. Would you yourſelf from his charaqter and | 


the orders you received have thought yourſelf juſ- 
tified to ſhoot him ?—A. Yes, certainly I would. 

Q. In any parties you have been with the priſo- 
ner did you ever ſee him commit any act of crue]- 
ty or ſhew any inclination to 1: !—A. No, I never 
ſaw him do any thing but what was his duty. 

John Fx of the Newtown- Mount-Kennedy 
corps, ſworn. 

N. B. This evidence corroborated that of 
Kelly's, the queſtions being the ſame. 

S-rjeant Nath. Hayes of the Newtown- Mun. 

Kennedy Teomen, ſworn. 

Depoſed, that he knew the priſoner 4 months in 
the corps, and that he had always behaved as a 
ſober, loyal, brave man, and good ſubject. 

Priſoner. . Do you know of any genera! orders 


iſſued t o your corps, and by whom -A. I do.— | 


Captain Armſtrong of the King's County militia 


Laid in my hearing that he wouid ſhoot or hang 
any Rebels whom he ſufpected, ard told the peo- 


ple under his command to do the fſame—chis order 
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was iſſued before Thomas Doctors s death, and 
I ſhould conſider myſelf authorized to do ſo, under 
that order. 

Lieutenant William Tomlinſon, of the Rathdrum 

- Yeoman cavalry, farm. 

Priſoner. What were the orders iſſued to your 
corps, and thoſe in your vicinity, reſpecting the 
Rebels?—A. It was generally underſtood,- that 


orders were given to the corps, not to bring in pri- 


* 


ſoners, but to ſheot any that were Enown to be 


Rebels. 
Q- Do you recollect when thoſe. orders were 


underſtood to have come out, and by whom they 
were iſſued ?—A. I don't know who they came 
from, but they came out after the attack at Ark- 
low. 


3 Lieutenant George Auderin, of the Newtown- 
Mount- Kennedy Nomen, fworn. 
And depoſed, that he has known the priſoner 
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particularly, upwards of ten years; that he is a 
good and loyal ſubject, and ready at all hours to 
do his duty; and that he n ever knew him eruel; 
on the contrary, never ſaw_him act inhumanly 
chat ſince the death of Dogherty he attended pa- 
rade, until apprehended for this charge. 

: Coptain Archer, of ſame corps, ſworn. 
Diepoſed he knew the priſoner fince he was a 
4 child, and that he worked for him in his profeſſi- 
on, a maſon, and always found him a ſober and 


diligent man, and ſince his being a Yeoman, ready 
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to obey his officers, and looked upon him to be an 
acquiſition to his corps. 
Lieut. Richard Gore, ſame corps, feoorn. 

Who depoſed that he has known the priſoner 
| fince the attack at Newtown ; he was always obe- 
dient to his officers, and rather leaned to the fide 
of mercy than not; part of the corps marched a- 
zainſt the rebels, and the priſoner, particularly, 
ſhewed his promptitude, zeal, and courage on that 
occaſion. EP 

Coptain Gare, fevorn 

Depoſed that he has known the priſoner about 
four months, and that he was one of the beſt atten- 
dants on his duty as. a ycoman, and that he knew 
him to be a loyal and brave ſoldier, and never 
knew him to be guilty of any act of inhumanity— 
and that it was the practice of the corps to ſcour 
the country without an officer, and verily believes 
they underſtood it was their duty to ſhoot any re- 
bels they met with, or ſuſpected to be ſuch, and 
deponent has heard that other corps had ſimilar di- 
rections in other diſtricts. 

Defence cloſed, and the priſoner's Counſel read 
an addrets to the Court for the priſoner. 


The priſoner was acquitted.
